Massacres, Tropmann Murders, Tien- 
tsin Horrors and all the piled up 
misery, tragedy, and carnage of the 
Franco-Prussian War made the year 


sadly memorable, It seems, however, 
that we have not done with dreadfal 
scones, though the horror to which 
we refer is not so ghastly in its aspect 
as a battle, it is no less dreadful a visi- 
tation, We allude to the Famine at 
Tientsin, Tho afllictions of the dwell- 
ers in the Northern City are not 
“bleeding woes,” bat they are none 
the less piteons to contemplate, and to 
reflect upou. For three months the 
waters have overflowed and the millet 
crops, the chief dependence of the 
population, have all been destroyed. 
‘The too faithfal narratives of our Tien- 
tsin correspondent has placed our 
readers in possession of the result. 
Countless houses have been destroyed 
or rendered uninhabitable by the 


‘| violent snd incessant downpour of 


rain that has deluged the entire dis- 
trict during the summer and autumn ; 
it follows therefore that the people ate 
roofless and starving. ‘To quote the 
report, “These are the conditions under 
which over 2,000,000 of the population 
of the seaboard of this region are now 

ing.” Now if we take into con- 
sideration the circamstances of these 
men, women, and children, “we shall 
find them to be as lamentable as it is 
possible to imagine. They are house- 
Jess and foodless, with a winter of fear- 





», | fal severity to be faced. All the evils 


that are implied in the three words bung- 
er, cold and nakedness lie before these 
Chinese unfortanates. Their fate will 
not be sudden, and sharp, and deadly. 


» | Lt will have to be waited for, first.with 


the restless agony that grows ont of 
the presence of lingering hope, then 
with the dull apathy which is the 
wearisome product of petrifying de- 
spair. There will be no excitement to 
‘relieve their suffering, and no glory 
to brighten them. A great writer bas 
described in words no reader ever for- 
gets“‘a vision of sudden death ”—bow 
can it compare in awfalness with this 











reality of slow death? And we say 
advisedly, that unless some extraor- 
dinary and utterly unexpected cir- 
camstance takes place, the deaths of 
thonsands are certain ; for the Govern- 
ment appears powerless to grap- 
ple with the difficulty before it. A 
high official informed our correspon 
dent that the destitute population ex- 
ceeded 200,000, and that the extent of 
the region suffering from the inunda- 
tion exceeded ten thousand English 
square miles; now it is clear that to 
deal with a calamity like this, would 
Stax to the utmost of their powers, 
European statesmen of the highest 
baility. We must not forget that so 
recently as 1867, two millions of our 
fellow subjects died of famine along 
the western shore of the Bay of Ben 
gal. Twice the population of Denmark, 
or of Greece, eight Saffolks, six Hamp- 
shires, five-sixths of Scotland porished 
in Orissa four years ago. We should 
be amazingly offended if our Indian 
organization was compared with that 
of China, and such a comparison would 
indeed be absurd; there, however, wo see 
feom actual facts that even our boasted 
system failed to meet a disaster akin, 
to that under which thé northern part 
of this Empire is sufferitig. What thon 
can we expect from the officials of 
China? “The Viceroy, we are told, 
busily praying toa snake, but all tho 
mandarins high and low are powerless 
to meet the crisis. As yot hardly any 
appreciable quantity of food has been 
imported. And within a month the 
port of Tientsin will be closed by ice. 

















‘Tue student of Chinese, is often dis 
posed to smile at the absurdities of 
what may be called the Compradorio 
dialect, while the student of the Four 
Books looks upon the efforts of his 
fellow countrymen with unmitigated 
contempt. Yet there is, with all its 
absurdities, more sign of life in the

Eighty lives were lost, and $70,000 dol- 
lars fresh from the Mint. In conse- 
quence of this catastrophe and the demand 
for the new coinage, the Mint has been 
put on extra time—10 hours a day. 

On the morning of the 15th ultimo, at 
ahout twenty-severi . minutes ‘to three, 
Yoxouama was visited by a somewhat 
severe shock of earthquake, followed by 
a slight shock in the afternoon. Five 
vessels are reported-in the Yokohama 
shipping returns as having left that port 
for Hongkong, all laden with rice. The 
Railway has been laid from Yokohama 
as far as the river Bokugo (Logo) at Kawa- 
saki, just half way to Yedo by the road, 
and there is some expectation of opening 
the line so far by the new year. The 
Japan Mail adds its voice to the com- 
mon complaint made by the newspaper 
press of China regarding the impossibility 
of getting telegraphic information in a 
form and at rates suitable, and observes 
that the Straits Times Extra has fallen off in 
the quantity and freshness of its telegraphic 
intelligence since the exteiision of the 
cable to China. .The same paper says 
that a few days before the U. 8. Colorado 
left the dry dock at Yokosa, the captain of 
the forecastle was standing on the sill of 
‘one of the ports, when the ropes support- 
ing it gave way, and he was precipitated a 
distance of 50 feet on to the stones below. 
When picked up he was quite dead, and 
the doctor asserts that nearly every bone 
in his body was broken. 

A Canto correspondent of the Daily 
Press writes:—The Tartar General left Can- 
ton en route for the Bogue on Sunday. He 
is to hold a naval review, and inspect the 
defences of the locality, after which it is 
his intention to proceed to Hongkong and 
inspect the Colony. His motive for such 
an unusual step is the subject of discussion 
amongst the other officials in Canton, who 
suspect that curiosity, or a desire to be on 
friendly footing with the foreigner, is not 
the only reason for this visit. As a pro- 
able successor to the present Viceroy, 
this move on the part of the Tartar Gene- 
ral ‘is of some significance, and the fact of 
his braving the frowns of his confrires at 
Canton shdws that he attaches some im- 
portance to this unprecedented condescen- 
sion. The opinion in: Canton is, that

which the Tartar General is inspecting in 
the discharge of his duty, and it is to be 
hoped that the manner of his reception in 
Hongkong, while calculated to encourage 
such a departure from Chinese exclusive- 
neas in international courtesy, will not lead 
his countrymen to suppose that in accord- 
ing him civility and attention on this ooca- 
sion, the Colonial Government is making a 
virtue of necessity. 

‘The principal event recorded in Hoxa- 
KoNo papers is the aforesaid visit of the 
Tartar General Chang-shan, who arrived 
front Canton on Thursday the 26th ult., by 
the Customs gunboat Pang-chao-hoi. Com- 
plimentary salutes were fired by the Pang- 
chao-hoi snd responded to by the English 
men-of-war, The General was accompanied 
by Mr. E. C. Bowra, Commissioner. of

Customs at Canton, and by the Viscomte 
@Arnaux, who acted as Interpreter. Next 
day General Chang landed in the govern- 
ment barge, accompanied by only three or 
four retainers, and. was received. .with* 
every courtesy and attention” by. the 
Colonial’ officials. Duiring the day he- 
visited Government” House, Headquarter 
House, the Gaol and the Telegraph offices. 
The Daily Advertiser says that “at the 
gaol he visited the various departménts, 
and expressed himself highly pleased with 
the cleanliness and order which were dis- 
played. The Captain Superintendent then 
drove him down to the office of the Great 
Northern Telegraph Company, where, it is 
needless to say, he expressed his astonish- 
ment at what he saw. We understand 
that he sent two messages to Shanghai, the 
one in English, and the other in Chinese, 
and expressed himself mach pleased with 
the results.” ‘The General took his depar- 
ture on the following Saturday, after visiting 
H. M.S, Ocean, where he was properly re- 
ceived and entertained, and where after 
inspecting the ship the party witnessed 
“general quarters” and the whole process 
of going into action. ‘The China Mail 
learns that the Ocean sunk a junk bound 
for Tientsin on her last downward trip, at 
Chefoo. ‘The junk’s crew were saved, but 
the loss is estimated at Tis. 22,000. Tho 
P. & 0. str. Australia made the passage 
down from Shanghai in one our less than 
three days, or at an average speed of 280 
miles per diem. 

Serious riots have taken place at Srvaa- 
Yore, among the Chinese. The beginning of 
the affair was a row between two Chinamen 
of different clans on account of the one hav- 
ing attempted to pick the pocket of the 
other. Several hundreds were soon engaged, 
the riot spread to the whole Chinese popula- 
tion, and fighting and plunder became .the 
order of day and night during the 2ist and 
22nd ult. Only by grest exertions.on the 
part of the police, soldiers, sepoys; 1nen 
from the ships.and special constables, wore 
the disturbances partially suppressed. The 
Straits Times of Oct. 23 says that at'9 
o'clock in the morning of that day tho 
confusion was frightful, fighting was going 
on in almost every street, from the Tan- 
jong Pagar road to Rochore. .In’ the 
meantime the steamer Japan came in from 
Penang, with some 200 Chinese passengers, 
who, as soon as they heard of the riots, 
fighting among themselves on board 
and in the sampans ; many were badly 
beaten, some were thrown overboard, and 
it is said more than one waskilled outright. 
It wasimpossibletoarrive at any ideaof the 
number of killed and wounded, the outrages 
committed, or even the prisoners taken. 
The lockups were full (over 100 were con- - 
fined at the Central Station), the hospitals 
werecrowded, andall business wassuspended 
in town. The police were unable to put 
a stop to looting. At a meeting. of the 
Executive Council, the Préservation of the 
Peece ordinance was proclaimed and the 
town declared to be in’a state of riot. 
The practical effect of this was, that Justices 
became entitled to order the immediate 
dispersion of any assembly in the streets, 
and failing compliance to fire upon them

Evert year a number of intelligent 
travellers visit Peking. It is no longer 
a terra incognita. Englishmen, Ameri- 
caus, Germans, Frenchmen, representa- 
tives of all the influential races of the 
‘West, have an opportunity of seeing 
with their own eyes the capital of the 
Great Chinese Empire. Nor are the 
visitora or rather pilgrims to Peking 
selected from one class or rank in life. 
They are men of different tastes and of 
different professions, of different habits 
and of different interests, ‘They are in 
fact unimpeachable witnesses as to mat- 
ters of fact. Taking their evidence 
altogether, and checking the statements 

of one with those of auother, we feel 

that we have a mass of testimony as to 

the actual condition of Peking that is 

‘of the highest value. And what do 

these varions and independent wit- 

nesses combine to prove? Their testi- 

mony. points undoubtedly to the fact 

that Peking is a disgrace to the world.

Tt is, as has been sagaciously re- 
marked, “because the ralersare Tartars, 
nomads, sheep-pastaring dwellers in 
tents, not caring for settled homes and 
carriage roads, that Peking presents the 
aspect which it now does.

and greater and wiser ‘Mings erected 
superb monuments, and, as wo believe, 
administered the affairs of the country 
with a certain justice and dignity ; but 
the sceptre passed away from the true 
lords of the soil, aud China lies at the 
merey of a dynasty of Ishmaelites. 
The invincible repugnance to settling, 
still characterizes the Tartar mind, 
They feol themselves strangers and pil- 
grims ; and, as on their architecture, so 
on their government is impressed the 
image and the memory of the Nomad’s 
Tent. The other circumstance con- 
nected with Peking which strikes us, is 
the fact that the foreigners who go 
there in the character of travellers, 
almost always conceive right notions 
of the city, but that the people who 
dwell there, become accustomed to 
squalor, and reconciled to dilapidation. 
The influence of residence in the place 
is almost always bad. The perpetual 
sight of makeshift expedieuts, to avert 
iv, is uot healthy for auy of us. There 
‘asad want of dignity in the Peking 
attitude, and those whoare accustomed 
to it soon learn, with fatal facility, to 
forget the feeling which makes them, 
as visitors, honestly disgusted with the 
evidences of a humilitated national po- 
erations indicate that 
it is wise for officials to travel often to 
other ports of Chiua, lest they stagnate, 
and contract the Tartar habit of mind. 




















THE HONGKONG LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL. 
Waar is the meaning of tho word 
insi and wherein does it differ 
from imply? Such is the momentous 
question which has been lately agitating 
the Legislative Council at Hongkong. 
‘Trivial as the matter may seem, the 
real question was, whether freedom of 
speech was to be allowed to the non- 
official members of the Council, or 
whether, as has been customary, their 
use was merely to register in bebalf of 
the colonists the dicta of the Governor. 
We are bound to say, in trath, that in 
the discussion ueither the good sense 
nor the knowledge of the official mem- 
bers showed forth Inminously. ‘That 
so trivial a dispute should for some 
hours interrapt the legislative business 
of the Colony is indicative that some- 
thing is wrong,’and that matters are, 
if possible, worse than they as yet have 
been represented to the outer world. 
While honourable members are endea- 
vouring to cook minutes and warp 
words from their palpable meaning, 
subjects of importance to the Colony 
and to the trade of China transpire 
through unknown channels, and are 
made public by Commissioners of Cus- 
toms and Chinese officials. It will be 
remembered that a short time ago we 
drew attention to a project said to be 
on foot of establishing, in Hongkong, a 
Custom-house to collect duties for the 
Chinese Government. It now seems 
that sucha project had: been mooted 
amongst the official members of the 
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Council, and variousdocuments relating 
thereto drawn up. Now we do not 
conceive that any secresy about. the 
matter was needed; the fact was 
essentially a public one, and large 
interests" were concerned, not only: 
in the Colony but elsewhere. Not” 
to the official members of the Council ; 
to them secresy and mystery is every- 
thing ; public discussion a thing to 
be suppressed at all possible risks, 
By some channel these dissénsious 
became known to certain people con- 
nected with the Maritime Customs 
establishment, ud simaltandously 
the blockade of Hongkong, absurdly 
permitted by the Government, was 
Increased in intensity apparently’ with 
the purpose of forming a, settlement, 
Now in view of those facts Mr. Ryrie, 
one of the non-official members, had 
asked in Conncil the question whether 
“one of the duties of this Depart- 
nitut, is transmitting copies of letters 
to Custom-house officials in Canton, 
which have been declared in this Coun- 
cil to be confidential?” In the sense 
that every question asked in Parlia- 
ment more or less insinuates a charge, 
for otherwise there would be no use in 
putting the question, were official con- 
duet to be above suspicion of all sorts, 
Mr. Ryrie’s question did insinuate a 
charge. It was kuown that copies of 
the correspondence had got to Cautou, 
and it was. geuerally mooted in the 
Colony that they had done so by means 
of one of the government departments. 
Mr. Ryrie’s question therefore was not 
ouly not superfluous, but, were the 
hands of the local government 
clean as they wished them to ap; 
afforded an opportunity fora dignil 
denial of the public report. Not so 
though the government and officials, 
instead of a plain and straightforward 
denial the Acting Treasurer replied 
“with vehometice” to the “ charge. 
implied,” while the Clerk of the Council 
reads minutes in which it was recorded 
that Mr. Ryrie had asked a question 
ve to the jistrar-General’s de- 
partment insinuating that he had sent 
aconfidential despatch to the Chinese 
authorities at Canton. We have before 
commented on the frank manner in 
which the Governor. of Hongkong 
assures his Council thatit has the 
liberty of freé discussion; this is one 
of the instances. It might reasonably 
be supposed that the gentleman whose 
acts were called in question would 
confine himself to an explanation or 
give e denial, and would refrain from 
votiug wheu the question before the 
Council affected himself. Sach does 
not seem to be the rule, however, in 
Hongkong ; we find him, the Attorney- 
General and Colonial Secretary, all 
voting to stifle further enquiry, and 
when, by the independent course of the 
Chief Justice, they are placed in a 
minority, the Acting Governor throws 
in his vote, which he caps with a cast- 
ing vote on the same side. If the Col- 
onial government of Hongkong. mean 
to commit political suicide, they have 
adopted a very plain road to it. Bri- 
tish merchants are not in the habit of 
being snuffed out by British officials. 
It is likely that the former are the 
best judges of what concerns their own 
iuterests ; and asin this case they hap- 
pen not only to be’ economically--but

It can 
scarcely be tho/object of that body to 
increase its own. responsibilities by 
entangling itself with the details of 
colonial administration at’ the other 
side of the globe. Far better would it 
be to leave these details to the Colony 
itself, and withdraw from the Legisla~ 
tive Council the official members, whose 
presence is only  sourve of loss and 
anuoyance to the Colony.

The author of this work is the brother of 
the Vice-Consul at Shanghai, so well-known 
to usall, andthe work isacontribution of the 
firstimportanceto the subject of Buddhism, 
‘We have read works by men of far wider 
reputation than Mr. Alabaster, but neither 
Max Muller nor M. St. Hilaire have had 
the intimate acquaintance he has enjoyed 
with the professors of the faith, The learned 
Brofessors have read about Buddhism ; Mr. 
Alsbaiter ina lived amonget’ Buddhiste, 
‘The difference cannot be overestimated. 
With this brief note of introduction, we 
proceed to notice the general scheme of the 
work, 

It consists of three parts. The Ist is a 
revised and enlarged edition of the ‘‘ Mod- 
ern Buddhist,” an essay embodying the 
‘ideas of an éminent Siamese nobleman of 
our own time on his own and other reli- 
gions.” The 2nd part, which illustrates the 
traditionary phase, isa Buddhist Gospel, or 
“Life of Buddha,” commencing with events 
previous to his last birth, and ending with 

“his attainment of the Buddhahood. This 
is @ trauslation from a popular Siamese 
work, ‘The 3rd part, intended to illustrate 
the ultra superstitious phase of Buddhism, 
is an account of the Phrabat or Siamese 
Foot-priat of Buddha. 

The earliest portion of the volume is, 
probably, the most interesting to the gen- 
eral reader, but there are many sugges- 
tions of value scattered over every page. 
It is the object of Mr. Alabaster to rebut 
some of the charges that have from time to 
time been made against the religion of Si 
harta, and to show that the more thor- 
oughly this system is studied, the more 
comprehensive and excellent'it will be.seen 
to:be. Certainly the quotations given from 
the Books are elevated in their senti- 

» ments and simple in their teaching. Take 
for example the Five Commands, the main 
rules of a virtuous life.. 

«1. Not to ‘destroy Life. 2 Not to ob- 
‘tain another’s property by unjust means. 








$. Not to indulge the passions, so as to 
invade the legal or natural rights of other 
men. 4. Nottotell lies. 5. ‘Not to partake 
of anything intoxicating.” 

We confess that there is a dignified and 
wise breadth of view in these precepts. 
‘They contrast favourably with the burden- 
some and minute enactments of many other 
religions, and commend themselves at once 
to all those who desire that the path of 
duty should be distinctly marked out, and 
freed from the encumbrances of petty 
legislation. 

Of course a Book on Buddhism would be 
very incomplete, if it did not tell us some- 





thing about the much disputed Nirwana. 
Our author is not, as we gather, perfectly 
satisfied with the opinion that it is fairly 
represented by our word annihilation. He 
remarks : “A fierce fightis ever waged asto 
the exact nature of Nirwana, and Buddhists 
themselves have differed as to whether itis 
annihilation or not.,. Whichever it be, it is 
certainly exemption from all future anxiety 
and sorrow, from all the chances of trans- 
migrating life, in fact, rest or peace. The 
Siamese wlways refer to it as something 
existing, as in the phrases, ‘Nirwana is a 
place of comfort, where there is no care 
lovely is the glorisus realm of Nirwana ? 
which I take from the story of ‘Buddha's 
Nirwana.’ In the second chapter of this 
work, (The Life,) it will befound described 
as the jewelled realm of happiness, the 
immortal Nirwana.” Now we confess, with- 
out venturing to express a distinct opinion 
on so abstruse a subject, that this theory of 
explanation strikes us as-on the face of it 
probable. The ideas entertained by various 
nations on the subject of a future state 
have probably many. more points of agree- 
ment than we are supposed to admit. 

‘As might be expected, the Modern Bud- 
dhist alludes on more than one occasion to 
the creeds of other nations, and to the 
arguments of Missionaries who have visited 
Siam with a view to change the faith of the 
inhabitants. As we might expect, the forms 








of belief existing in other lands meet with | partmé 


searching criticism, and the logic of the 
defenders of, Christianity is often very 
freely handled. We are sorely tempted to 
give some specimens of these discussions, as 
they present Missionary effort from a new 
point of view, and it is always instructive 
to see ourselves as others see us. We resist 
the temiptation, however, andendthisnotice 
with a sketch of Christianity"is it strikes 
the sages of Siam.

‘TientstN, 

Previous to the evening of the 28h 
instant, we had had for some twelve days 
very mild and pleasant weather—what 
Americans would call the Indian summer. 


At about eight p.m. on the 28th instant, 
the wind veered round from the South~ 
west to the North, and continued so till day- 
light: ‘To-day a’ Northerly gale has been 
Mlowing--the ‘kind of windy weather we 

erally have had in the previous Novem- 

months. In the river, the water has 
fallen from its’ greatest height on the 6th 
October, sixteen inches ; and in the West 
plain; fifteen and a half inches. In former 









Yeanh, aftr such . North gale as wo have 
‘ad since'the evening of the 28th instant, 
the water in the river would be some four 


to five feet lower than it is to-day. If the 
opinion is correct which is now entertained 
by most ‘people here, that the Yellow 
river water is now flowing vil the Grand 
Canal: past ‘Tiontsin, ‘we shall not see 
the: water of this river fall, up till the 
ezing period, but some twelve or fif- 
teen inches more at the most; and next 
spring it will, withthe melting of the 
snow and ice and the falling of rain again, 
iso:to the’ present level, and higher. 
‘To-day is a féte day for the mercantile’ 
and shipping Chinese people, when the lat- 
ter, expecially, make up their accounts, and 
after which the Tientsin junks cease going 
to'sea for the year. Since midnight fire- 
crackers have been going off incessantly. 
‘Up ‘to:daylight I thonght it must have 
been for the North wind blowing the water 
out’ of the river, but on enquiry later I 
learnt it was for the “Tsiing-fuh-tsai-shui” 
féte; held on the 17th day of the 9th moon. 
‘Thet'Kin-lung-ta-wang snakes, (two at 
present,) :representing pirits of the 
f-the waters, are still kept in a 
templeyin the Northern suburbs ; and every 
other:day they are being entertained with 
theatricals,:at-which some of the local

The family of Le-hung-chang, the Go- 
yernor-General or Viceroy of the province 
left here xy for Paouting-foo, which 
the im ion has never reached ; and it 
is now commonly stated by the Chinese 
that Le-hung-chang himself will follow in a 
few days. Very soon after Le-h 
had taken over the post of Governor- 
General he commenced building river gun- 
boats, and before long he had completed 
over three hundred of them. They arefrom 
45 to 50 feet long, and are each furnishe 
with three or four small light cannon, carry- 
ing from two to three pound shot, and 
have crews of twelve to fifteen Southern 
Chinese ; many of them'ex-rebels, and men 
of that’ stamp. What Le-hung-chang’s 
idea could be in Loria himself with 
such a fleet in Chihli, and all manned 
with Southern men, one can only sur- 
mise; and the surmise of the Tientsin 
people is, that should any disturbance 
arise at Tientsin, either with a ng 
Government or with the Tientsin people, 
the Governor-General could with safety, 
under the protection of his fleet, skeddadle 
into the interior of the province or to 
the next province, out of reach of his 
opponents. Of course in winter, with 
the rivers and canals all frozen, the fleet 
can be of no service for moving into 
the isiterior, so it is now generally said 
that he provides for his personal safety 
and that of his family for the winter by 
going at once, while the rivers and po

‘The CmaraMan introduced the business 
of the meeting as follows :-—It has been 
apparent for some time that public interest 
in the Shanghai Library has been diminish- 
ing. The Committee have been assured 
/of the fact by continual murmurs amongst 
the subscribers, by the secession of meni- 
ders, and by the forming of private Book 
Clubs to fill the place which this institution 
should occupy. The complaint has been 
ever the same. We have not got outa suf- 
ficient number of new books! Works of 
interest and importance are published in 
London in January. We deem ourselv 
fortunate if we get them out here in De- 
cember! This has been the burden of the 
complaint. Now of course there is some 
justice in it, but what is the reason. 
‘think I may say there has beon no lack of 
desire to get Books out, but there has been 
a great lack of -funds.. This was ac- 
counted for by the fact of our paying such 
heavy rent for this room. We had 
scarcely any money to lay out in Books, 
owing to our being burdened with Tis. 480 
a year fora place to put them in. This being 
the case, the Commitee, on entering upon 
their term of office, in August last, began to 
consider how they could possibly secure 
cheaper premises. Various schemes pre- 
sented themselves,and at last it occurree to

As duties of octroi 
are levied universally in China, ou native as 
well as foreign products, and as canals and 
roads are kept up at the expense of the Go- 
vernment, it seemed to be unreasonable to 
require that articles, whether of foreigu or 
native production, by the simple process of

“On the other hand, experience had taught 
us the inconvenience of Jeaving the amount of 
duties payable under the head of transit- 
duties altogether undetermined. By requir- 
ing the rates of transit-dnty to be published 
at each port, and by acquiring for the Bri 
subject the right to commate the said duties 
for @ payment of 25 per cent on the value of 
his goods (or rather, to speak more correctly, 
for the payment of a specific duty calculated 
at that rate), I hope that I have provided for 
the Intter a3 effectual a guarantee against 
undue exactions om this 
‘obtained wishout an entire subversion of the 
financial system of China.” ‘The Karl of Elgin 
to the Barl of Malmesbury dated Shanghai,

Phy article provides in the ease of iin- 
ports for two things : (1) that Chinese and 
ritish subjects can take or send goods into 
the interior on payment of the duties 
charged barriers, the amount of

“But Treaties are not of private interpre- 
tation, according to the interest or caprice of 
individuals trading under their stipulations. 

Treaty of Tientsin does grant in 
this matter of transit both Governments are 
agreed and their joint-decision is without 
appeal. By that Treaty, the importer of 
foreign has the right to sell them at the

and the stipulated transit duty of 23 per cent. 
But both at the port and at the internal 
market, when once the goods have passed out 
of his hands, they are liable to bear, whatever 
taxes or duties the Chinese administration 
may see fit to levy on them in common with 
similar goods of Chinese origin. This is the 
sathoritative reading of the Articles in ques- 
tion accepted by Her Majesty's Government.” 


“Tthas always been held that British 
ownership would cover the goods from at 
extra taxation wherever they might be found, 
and the Chinese Government have shown no 
desire to call this in question.” 





“At present;’under the Treaty of Tientsin, 
the British merchant is entitled by a payment 
of ahalf duty rate of 24 per cent. to have all bis 
imports protected while in transit to any place 
in the iStarior from further charge if they 
continue his own property, not otherwise ; 
and any Chinese produce he may have par- 
chased in the interior in like manner, protected 
by a transit certificate to the port of ship- 
ment, etc.” 

“That the merchants contend for adifferent 
interpretation of the rights secured by article 
XXVItHof the Treaty of Tientsin, and Rule7,

ywn. But these are the conditions of trade, 
as determined by the only authoritative read- 
ing of existing Treaties. ‘There are foreign 
merchants, it is true, in China; British and 
‘atliers who contend, nevertheless, that both 
foreign goods and Chinese produce, not foreign 
owned, are entitled to the protection of sit 
certificates, besides insisting upon that protec- 
tion extending to txemption from all inland 
taxation whatever, and have acted accord- 
ingly, by selling transit certificates for Chi- 
nese-owned and produce ; but that does

Differing as I do from the almost una- 
nimous opinion expressed by ‘tite local 
fapers on this question, I have thought it 
Important to show that the British author- 
ities disclaim the popular interpretation, 
and that therefore we must not expect too 
mntich ardour in earrying out views of which 
they do not approve.
